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PEANUT SCARE GUIDES GOVERNMENT 
REACTION TO PISTACHIO RECALL

FRESNO, Calif. Federal food officials are warn- 
ing people not to eat any food containing pis- 
tachios because of possible contamination by 
salmonella, in another food scare sure to ratde 
consumers already upset by the contamination 
of peanuts with the same bacteria. 

The Food and Drug Administration said 
central California-based Setton Pistachio of 
Terra Bella Inc., the nation’s second-largest 
pistachio processor, was voluntarily recalling 
more than 2 million pounds of its roasted nuts 
shipped since last fall. 

“Our advice to consumers is that they avoid 
eating pistachio products, and that they hold 
onto those products,” said Dr. David Acheson, 


assistant commissioner for food safety “The 
number of products that are going to be 
recalled over the coming days will grow, simply 
because these pistachio nuts have then been 
repackaged into consumer-level containers.” 

Two people called the FDA complaining of 
gastrointestinal illness that could be associated 
with the nuts, but the link hasn’t been con- 
firmed, Acheson said. Still, the plant decided 
to shut down late last week, officials said. 

The recalled nuts are a small fraction of the 
55 million pounds of pistachios that the com- 
pany’s plant processed last year, according to 
the Fresno-based Administrative Committee 
for Pistachios. 

Lee Cohen, the production manager for 


Setton International Foods, said Tuesday the 
company suspects roasted pistachios sold to 
Kraft Foods may have become mixed with 
raw nuts that could have contained traces of 
the bacteria. 

The FDA learned about the problem last 
Tuesday, when Kraft notified the agency that 
routine product testing had detected sal- 
monella in roasted pistachios. Kraft and the 
Georgia Nut Co. recalled their Back to Nature 
Nantucket Blend trail mix the next day Kraft 
also recalled its Planters products containing 
pistachios. 

The national peanut salmonella outbreak 
was blamed on a Georgia company under 
federal investigation for flouting safety proce- 
dures and knowingly shipping contaminated 
peanuts. 

That outbreak is ongoing. More than 690 
people in 46 states have gotten sick.

The Conficker worm, a nasty 
computer infection that has 
poisoned millions of PCs, will 
start ramping up its efforts 
Wednesday to use those 
machines for cybercrimes. 

» Why is Conficker tricky? 

Conficker blocks infected PCs 
from accessing the antivirus 
vendors’ and Microsoft’s 
Web sites, so victims won’t 
get automatic updates and 
can’t download the Conficker 
removal tools that those 
companies have developed. 

» Can it be stopped? 

The best remedy is to have a 
friend-whose computer is not 
infected-download a removal 
tool from Microsoft or one of 
the antivirus vendors. Then that 
person should e-mail the tool 
to you. 

» Where can I get the 
removal tool? 

A list of the free Conficker 
removal programs is available 
on the Web site of the Conficker 
Working Group, an alliance of 
companies fighting the worm. 
One thing to note: Conficker 
blocks infected machines from 
running removal tools with 
“Conficker” in the name, so 
users might have to change the 
name of the file before running 
it. ap

My $50 Rule? 
It’s sick 

I recently was at a bar in Wicker Park, looking hip because I was 
wearing a new pair of shoes, when a young man stumbled toward 
me and— how do I put this tastefully?— puked all over me and my 
new, hip shoes. 

Have you ever been vomited on before? It is not pleasant. 

To even begin to clean it off requires a great degree of physical 
interaction. I’ve been against capital punishment my entire life 
except for the five minutes immediately following the time I got 
puked on in a bar.

Calls nationwide to stop-smoking hot lines were flooded Monday 
I and Tuesday in advance of rising costs.

As a 62-cent federal tax hike 
on packs of cigarettes hits 
stores Wednesday, lawmakers 
in Springfield are considering 
an additional $1 tax over two 
years that would make Chicago 
among the most expensive cities 
in America to buy cigarettes. 

A Senate committee on 
Tuesday approved legislation 
that would increase Illinois’ 
existing 98 -cent tax on cigarette 
packs by 50 cents this year and 
another 50 cents next year to 
pay down the state’s backlog of 
Medicaid bills. 

But for weary smokers still 
smarting from a statewide ban 
on lighting up inside bars and 
restaurants, the tax increases 
are seen as yet another govern- 
ment-led assault on their life- 
style. 

“These are my last packs, 
it’s just getting to be too much 
money,” said Orland Hills resi- 
dent Larry Gasper, one of the 
countless smokers who flocked 
to city and suburban cigarette 
retailers on Tuesday in advance 
of the federal tax spike. “They’re 
just taxing us to death. I’ve had 
it.” 

The rising prices will affect 
retailers in different ways, push- 
ing the average cost of a pack of 
cigarettes over $5 in many of 
the collar counties, about $8 in 
Cook County and more than $9 
in Chicago, retailers estimated. 
While those higher costs might 
drive some to quit or at least 
scale back their smoking, the 
reality, smokers said, is that if 
it were easy to quit many would 
have done so already 


“I think smokers are more 
likely to cut back on other things 
they buy than cigarettes,” said 
Cathy Bay, who stocked up on 
cartons at the Tobacco House 
near her home in Tinley Park. 
Others fear budget-minded 
smokers will simply find good 
deals wherever they can, even 
if it means driving to another 
state. 

“This is an aggressive tax. It 
will cost Illinois tax revenue, 
slow the economic recovery and 
it will cost Illinois jobs,” said Bill 


Fleischli, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Illinois Petroleum 
Marketers Association and 
the Illinois Association of 
Convenience Stores. 

Gov Pat Quinn included a 
$1 state cigarette tax increase 
as part of his budget proposal 
unveiled earlier this month, but 
a spokesman declined to com- 
ment on the proposal advanced 
Tuesday with a 7-5 vote by the 
Democrat-controlled Senate 
Executive Committee. That 
version is aimed at taking advan- 


tage of matching funds offered 
by the federal government in 
the stimulus package, and could 
generate as much as $1 billion 
over the next two years, said 
sponsor Sen. Jeff Schoenberg 
(D -Evanston). It now goes to 
the full Senate. 

It’s the kind of news smokers 
said they’re used to hearing. 

‘A few years ago I would have 
said $8 is too much for a pack 
of cigarettes, now I say $10 is 
too much,” said Andy Gleeson, 
a resident of Chicago’s north- 
west side. 

“I’ve had to cut back on how 
much I’m smoking, but I’m not 
quitting yet.”

Need a little magic in your life? 

Chicago Witch School is back in the 
flesh, offering in-person courses in all 
things Wicca and witchcraft. 

After six years of operating mostly 
online, Chicago Witch School last month 
brought back its brick-and-mortar cours- 
es. It’s now offering monthly Wicca 
classes at the Life Force Arts Center, 
3148 N. Lincoln Ave. ($10), and monthly 
magic lectures at the Occult Bookstore, 
1164 N. Milwaukee Ave. ($5). 

To be clear, not all witches are Wiccan. 
Wicca is a pagan religion that worships a 
god and goddess. Witchcraft, which can 
be performed by people of any faith, is 
the art of practicing magic. 

Intrigued, RedEye attended the Witch 
School lecture “Magick for the Masses: 
Prosperity and Luck” at the Occult 
Bookstore on (appropriately enough) 
Friday, March 13. 

The purpose of magic (or “magick,” 
as some in the pagan community pre- 
fer) is to have your environment change 
according to your will. The most impor- 
tant instrument: your mind. 

“Magic is all about what you can and 
do believe,” Witch School founder Ed 
Hubbard told the half-dozen people in 
attendance. 

The first step is to spark a “fire” in 
your brain, then know what you want 
and communicate that, Hubbard said. 
For example, when waitresses drop hints 
about a good tip during a customer’s 
meal, they’re more likely to get a good 
tip when the check is paid, he said. 

Other lessons in luck and prosperity: 
Perceive yourself positively, be bold and 
control how others perceive you. That 
could be as simple as declaring “I feel 
fine” when you’re sick. Hubbard also cited 
the “threefold law” (whatever you do will 
return to you threefold, for good or ill). 

The next “Magick for the Masses” lec- 
ture, to be held at the Occult Bookstore 
April 10, will focus on love and lust, 
Hubbard said. Also check out Chicago 
witchschool.com for a list of online class- 
es, including Introduction to Wands 101 
and Basic Spell Writing.

Sun-Times files 
for bankruptcy 

The owner of the 
Chicago Sun-Times filed 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection Tuesday. 
Sun-Times Media Group, 
which also owns dozens 
of suburban newspapers, 
is the fifth newspaper 
publisher nationally to 
seek protection in recent 
months. Tribune Co., 
which owns the Chicago 
Tribune and RedEye, filed 
for Chapter 11 protection 
in December. The Sun- 
Times assured readers 
it would continue to 
publish its newspaper 
and Web site content as 
before. 

Gettysburg 
Address in 
Chicago 

Two hundred years after 
Abraham Lincoln’s birth, 
one of only five known 
handwritten copies of his 
most famous speech will 
visit Chicago for a limited 
run, starting Wednesday. 
A two-page copy of the 
Gettysburg Address, 
hand-copied by the 16th 
president in the months 
after his landmark 
Nov. 19, 1863 speech, 
will be the centerpiece 
of the Lincoln Treasures 
exhibition at the Chicago 
History Museum 
starting Wednesday 
and continuing through 
May 3.

Daley unhappy with city meters 


Mayor Daley trotted out his top aide Tuesday to 
assure the public that officials are doing all they 
can to correct the “simply unacceptable” work of 
the city’s new private parking meter company 

The news conference featuring Daley chief 
of staff Paul Volpe came almost two weeks after 
the Tribune reported widespread problems with 
parldng meters since the city turned over control 
to Chicago Parking Meters LLC. 

The Tribune story revealed outdated fee and 
violation-enforcement information still posted 
on many meters, meters that charged the wrong 
hourly rates, a surge in broken meters and 
stepped-up ticket writing for violations. 

But Volpe said the private company has made 
“great progress” in the last two weeks. Dennis 
Pedrelli, the CEO of Chicago Parking Meters,

The menu will include tagine-style braised 
chicken thighs, Turkish apricots, spiced pine 
nuts and whitefish with wheat berries, along 
with seasonal treats such as foraged ramps, wild 
morel mushrooms and early rhubarb. 

The next day, the group will be at the Shedd 
Aquarium, where lunch will be courtesy of Table 
Fifty-Two and chef/owner Art Smith. 

Guests will start with Smith’s signature goat- 
cheese biscuits and deviled eggs, followed by 
Oprah’s tomato pie dressed with local greens and 
bleu cheese from Fair Oaks Farm in Winamac, 
Ind. Then there’s beef tenderloin with redeye— 
not RedEye— gravy (made with smoked turkey, 
not ham), grits and vegetables, along with wild- 
mushroom risotto and Smith’s mac and cheese. 
And while Smith may or may not use Twitter, his 
dessert will be miniature versions of his signature 
hummingbird cake, which, he calls “tweets.” 

On Monday, the group will be back at the 
Fairmont, and lunch will have a distinct French- 
Mediterranean accent, thanks to Aigre Doux res- 
taurant and chefs/owners Mohammed Islam and 
Malika Ameen, who will prepare a series of salads 
(nine-vegetable salad, Caesar, tricolor beets with 
ricotta cheese), a seared ahi tuna appetizer and 
main courses of braised Kobe short ribs, miso- 
glazed black cod, orange-cumin-glazed organic 
carrots and potatoes dauphinoise. 

Not a Chicago-style hot dog in the bunch. 

The grand finale will be a gala dinner on 
Monday night in the new wing of the Art 
Institute, where the participating restaurant is 
a closely guarded secret (it’s Spiaggia), there will 
be surprise guest performers (Jennifer Hudson) 
and security will be extra tight.

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TV personalities report their fan stories 


YOU LOOK LIKE... 

CBS is taking the celebrity 
recognition factor to another 
level with its new hidden-camera 
series, “I Get That a Lot,” which 
premieres at 7 p.m.

In 
it, celebrities such as Mario Lopez, 
Heidi Klum and Jessica Simpson 
take the jobs of everyday people. 
When someone recognizes them 
as a star, they insist they are not.

Ask any Chicago TV personality about 
their encounters with fans, and they will 
tell you stories. 

Every day, local TV anchors, meteorolo- 
gists and sportscasters bump into viewers. 

It may be at the grocery the bank or just on 
the street. It’s something they have come 
to expect. 

“If somebody wants to stop and talk, I 
don’t feel I’m being bothered,” says WLS- 
Ch. 7’s Kathy Brock. “It’s really part of my 
life. ... They feel, after all this time, like they 

really know you and have a connection to you. And I have to say it’s extraordinarily 
flattering.” 

People may ask for an autograph. “Usually it’s for somebody else,” says WFLD- 
Ch. 32’s Amy Freeze. “ ‘My mom’s a big fan, my dad’s a big fan, I gotta get an auto- 
graph for a guy at work,’ that sort of thing.” 

They may whip out a cameraphone. “I swear to God it happens more often than 
not in Target,” WMAQ-Ch. 5’s Allison Rosati says. 

A lot of the time, though, they just want to connect with someone who comes 
into their home nightly and they consider almost a part of the family 

It’s that familiarity that can lead to something else most TV personalities hear— 
the awkward comment. 

“People will say stuff, and you’re never sure how to take it,” Rosati says. “People 
will say to me, ‘You look prettier in person.’ I’m like, OK ... is that a good thing? 
Do I look weird on TV?” 

Brock recalls a woman who once approached her. 

“She was just so happy to meet me, and she was such a Channel 7 viewer,” Brock 
recalls, “and she said, ‘Kathy I’ve got to tell you, you aren’t nearly as chunky in person 
as you are on TV’ You have to take it with a grain of salt. It makes you laugh.” 

Just about every Chicago TV personality has stories about interacting with fans. 
Here are a few: 


Robin Robinson, WFLD-Ch. 32 

Robinson regularly runs into fans when she’s out in public. 

“They always seem very surprised that I do errands,” she says. “I don’t know who 
they think does them for me. ‘You grocery shop?!’ ‘Yeah, we eat too!’ ” 

Robinson says she has mastered the talk-and-walk strategy 
One tip: If you’re fortunate enough to run into Robinson, for Pete’s sake get 
the name right. 

“It’s often not, Are you Robin Robinson?’ It’s ‘Don’t I know you from some- 
place? Did you come to that party with my cousin last week?’ 

‘And my favorite, and I’m not kidding: On numerous times I’ve been called 
Robin Williams. Or Aren’t you Robin Givens?’ They do have the first name, how 
could you not have the last name? They’re almost the same.” 




Fans recognize Robin Robinson when she’s getting groceries and shopping at T.J. Maxx or Marshalls. 
“They don’t think I should be buying my own food. ‘You shop here?’ ‘Yes, I shop here.’ I also shop at Neiman 
Marcus and Nordstrom too. ... I don’t want to miss out on a bargain. I’m really no different than them.”

Sometimes, fans do 
more than talk. 

Like the middle- 
age, well-dressed guy 
at Northbrook Court 
a couple of years ago. 

“Instead of shaking 
my hand he pulls my 
wrist up to his lips and sticks his tongue out, 
and he gives it this huge, sloppy lick, from the 
wrist all the way to the fingers. And then he 
looks me in the eye, briskly turns around and 
walks off. 

“I thought about going to security but what 
are you going to say? ‘I just got licked’?” 

With almost 20 years on the air in Chicago, 
Brock says that viewers feel they have a con- 
nection with her. So she has come to expect— 
and appreciate— the daily greetings. 

“If that isn’t happening, that means they 
aren’t connecting with us and they’re not 
watching. I think it’s something that comes 
with the job, and if it didn’t happen, then I’m 
not doing what I’m supposed to be doing.”

Just because you’re 
a TV personal- 
ity doesn’t mean you 
have to look your best 
every time you step 
out the door. 

“I think I have 
sufficiently startled 
people with my hair in a clip and gym clothes 
that don’t quite match. ... The moms at school 
know me; we all kind of look alike. But maybe 
if I stop at Starbucks or a 7-Eleven, sometimes 
they’ll stare at you, yeah.” 

There’s one destination where she knows 
she will be recognized: a certain McDonald’s 
drive-through. 

“This one young kid ... really makes this 
huge, big deal. ‘Oh my God, oh my God,’ 
and he gets all, like, crazy ... Every time we 
go through he does this, and he gets all the 
[other employees], ‘Hey, do you know who 
this is? It’s Allison Rosati! Hey, Allison Rosati 
is in the drive- through!’ I get a kick out of it. 
My kids think it’s absolutely hysterical.”

Being part of a four- 
hour morning news 
show (Channel 9,

“Tou’re grateful people know who you are,” 
he says.

So they feel 
more comfortable greeting us on the street, 
which is great. 

“The downside is the homeless guys who call 
you out. They want 20 bucks instead of 5. You 
give them 5, and they’re yelling loudly, ‘'You’re 
on TV and you’re only giving me 5 dollars?!’ ” 
His favorite fan encounter— OK, most 
memorable— was in a grocery store. 

“There was a 250 -pound woman, a big 
woman, in the Dominick’s, wanting me to 
sign her melons in the produce section.”

Those awkward com- 
ments that fans some- 
times make? The long- 
time weatherman has 
been there. On the 
wrong end. 

He tells of the time 
he was walking down Michigan Avenue and 
saw comedian Chris Rock shopping. 

“I freaked out,” he says. “I yelled, ‘Chris 
Rock!’ And I went over to shake his hand. He 
was very polite. Then I said, ‘I’m on TV too.’ 
And he gave me a look and just said, ‘OK.’ 
And I said, ‘Seriously, I’m on TV too.’ And 
he gave me, All riiiight.’ So now he’s trying to 
walk away, and I’m grabbing his arm saying, 
‘For real.’ So suddenly I’m the crazy guy 
“Then I had to push it even further. Are you 
going to be in town at 10 o’clock tonight?’ He’s 
like, ‘Yeah ...’ And I’m telling him, ‘Channel 
2, I’m on TV!’ And I couldn’t let him leave. I 
don’t know what came over me. 

“That’s why I’m very forgiving.”

Being recognizable can help 
you impress Mom and Dad. 

The WFLD meteorolo- 
gist’s parents recently were in 
town, and the three of them 
went shopping at Sears. 

“The clerk was checking me 
out, and she says, ‘ You know, 
you look just like that lady 
who does weather on the TV.’ 
I said, ‘Really? What channel?’ 
And she said it was Fox. And 
I asked, ‘Do you remember 
her name?’ ...

What does organic 
really mean? 

More and more health-conscious consumers are reaching not just 
for organic food, but for organic wine as well. U.S. sales of wines 
made with organic grapes reached $80 million in 2005— a 28 percent 
increase over the previous year— according to the Organic Trade 
Association, an industry group representing organic food producers 
and distributors. 

Organic wine sales represent little more than 1 percent of the 
total U.S. domestic wine market, but the association had predicted 
a 17 percent growth each year through 2008, according to the most 
recent data available. Frequently, conventional wine grape produc- 
tion involves the use of pesticides, weed killers, fungicides and fer- 
tilizers. Naturally, consumers who are concerned about the impact 
these chemicals may have on their health and the environment seek 
out organic wines as an alternative. 

At its most basic level, organic wine is made from grapes that have 
been grown without the use of artificial chemicals, but the wide 
variety of designations for these wines lead to much confusion. Each 
country has its own criteria for what makes a wine organic, and what 
is organic in one country may not be so in another. 

Here is a guide to various organic designations 
for U.S. wines 

» 100 percent organic: Bears the USDA organic seal, must be made 
from 100 percent organically grown grapes and declare the certify- 
ing agency May contain naturally occurring sulfites but no sulfites 
maybe added. Sulfite or sulfur dioxide is used in all aspects of wine- 
making to prevent spoilage and bacteria growth, and to extend the 
wine’s shelf life. Traces of it can also naturally occur as a by-product 
of fermentation. 

» Organic: Same as the above but only 95 percent of the ingredients 
need to be organic. 

» Made with organic grapes: Made from at least 70 percent organi- 
cally grown grapes. Must declare the certifying agency but will not 
bear the USDA organic logo. May contain naturally occurring and 
added sulfites. 

» Blodynamlc: A handful of vineyards have added to organic meth- 
ods the practice of cultivating, pruning and harvesting on a calendar 
in sync with lunar cycles and in accordance with the teachings and 
findings of 20th-century Austrian philosopher Rudolf Steiner. The 
certification is regulated by the Demeter Association, a nongovern- 
mental agency 

» Sustainable: This is a nonregulated term, but some wineries may 
practice organic farming methods even though they don’t have the 
resources to go through the organic certification process.
